In order that this shall always re- 
main a farmers’ enterprise, it is pro- 
vided that only bona-fide farmers, 
their immediate‘relations living on a 
farm, and farm employees may_ be- 
come sharcholders. 


Speaking of this new co-operative 
enterprise, and summarizing its ad- 
vantages, the secretary of the Winni- 
peg district Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, ‘says: “The association is prov- 
ince-wide in its scope. It will engage 
in all the ramifications of the dairy 
business. It will, we believe, be of 
immediate benefit to all of them. The 
experience everywhere has beén that 
straight grain farming has had to 
give way to mixed farming. The 
spread of mixed farming means that 
eventually practically every farmer 
will keep cows and market milk or 
its products to a greater or less ex- 
tent. Mafitoba has got to follow the 
general trend in this direction. -Our 
object should be to produce enough 
butter to butter every slice of bread 
which the wheat we produce will 
make, The farmers, havea splendid 
opportunity in getting together be- 
hind a co-operative enterprise, the 
prospects of which are as wide as the 
future dairy industry of Manitoba.”
